Before 
he was finished he was sick tired 
of funny stories, and hoped ‘be 
would never hear orread another. 

At the ages of five and six 
ebildren were impressed most br 
action, noise, and dramatic 
effects—someono falling down, 
fanny dancing, bumpier into 
each other, grotesque facea and 
figures, things upside down and 
inside ont, and funny sounds. 
Jokes told to children depended 
upon inflections of the voice and 
facialexpression or actions.

pesial efforts at the prevent time 
tp recanquer her tropieal lands, 
at least commercially. Sarvices 
ofinformation and pamphists of 
German commarcisl interests are 
becaming larger than before the 
war, it was said, Special agenries 
have been created by the German 
Government and a programme 
has been adopted for the organi- 
sation of inquiries about coloniat 
productions: which Germans 
could use in-her industry ard 
agriculture. One report received 
by the Department of Commerce 
from India declared, that firms in 
Calcutta aro receiving direct 
offers by cable from German 
firma seexing to enter the Irdian 
market. Companies bave been 
approached’ telegrapbically br a 
German bouse mannfactoring 
iron and steel products, offering * 
iban exclusive agency in India 
At the same time steel beams 
were affered at 1,980 marks ¢.if. . 
Calcutsa, which at tho presen’ 
rate.of exchange woold repre- 
sent about ‘onebalf the price 
quoted by American manofactar- 
ing companies. Quotations of 
Enelish firms approximate the 
‘American prices, but are slightly 
lower. 

ITALIAN-JAPANESE SILK 

ALLIANCE. 

In reply to a suggestion mate 
in the spring of this year by the 
President af the Tvalian Silk As- 
sociation to the Japanese Seri- 
culsuralt Society for the forma- 
tion of an Italian-Japanese Sitk 
Alliance with the object of ad- 
justing the price of silks, the 
Japanese Society expressed 
inability to act upon the sugges- 
tion, as it was busily engaged in 
contriving: remedial measores for 
the trade which was ina state of 
chaos. An independent Raw. 
Silk Enstitute will be established 
at the Pesce Exhibition to be 
held next spring ‘under the au- 
spices of Tokyo Pretecture, snd 
some silk merchants express the 
opinion thatit will be adrisadie 
to take the opportunity to hold 
an International Silk Conference. 
Accordingly. the proposed forma-- . 
tion of ar. Italian-Japanese Silk - 
Alliance has come to the front 
again.

nage is 54,217,000, azainst 42,514- 
00M jn Jane 12914, of which 
the United Kingdom owns 
19,288,000, and the United States 
12,314,000. Though the United 
Kingdom still ~=possess tthe 
larges® total, the increase since 
1914 has only bean 411,900 tons, 
against an increase of 10,477,000 
or 570 per cent. by the 
United States. British Doninions 
have registered an increase of 
543,000 tons, with « totsl of 
1,950,000 tone, against 1,407,000 
in 1914. The othtr countries 
in which the largest in-, 
creases are recorded are: Japan. | 
1,421,000 tons; France, 1,128,000 
tons: Traly, 950.000 tons; and 
Holland; 736.000 tons.
